Ing and readjustment in the interests
of peace and qguictude. Cut out the
calls that serve no purpose; elimin-
ate every ool whistle that has no
meaning.

Q. 1. U. by Mrs, Helen J. Andruss,
President of the New York County
branch of the organization. Mrs, An-
druss, it scems, had been 10kl by an
acquaintance that such candies had
been purchased by some young girls
at a well-known New York confee
tionery shop. Then, without further

. linvestigation, the charge was spread

broadeast. Naturally, the Agricultu-
ral Department and health officials
were intensely interested becaise the
Fure Food law specifically prohibita
the sale of confectionery if, among
other things, it contuins “any vinous,
malt ,or sp'ritous liquor or compound
or marcotic drug,” and serious pen-
alties are imposed for violations of

*{this provision, which is found in

Section 7 of the Food and Drugs Act
of June 30, 1908, The sanitary code
of the local Board of Health con-
tains, word for word, the same pro-
vision, in Section 68, subdivision "g."
Inspectors of both the Federal and
city departments have been untiring
in their activities in scarching for vi-
olations of these provisions, for many
months, and the sale of alcholie-filled
candles; it was believed, had been ab-

took to the trail once more and as
certained that the “whiskey drops”
against which complaint was made
did contain some sort of a liquid il
ling" which, when analyzed, showed
slightly less than 1-3 of ane per cent,
of aléohol. According to the officials,
while this was a technical violation
of the law and hence a case for rep-
rimand, it was clearly not an inten-
tional -case of selling improper can-
dies as the percentage of alcohol
was almost infinitesimal and the 6l
ling absolutely harmless to consu-
mers,

Bayard C. Fuller, Sapervising In-

Except in the case of filled candies,
whieh are no longer made, it is abe
solutely fmpossible for any confec-
tionery to gontuin alcohol, as the
Process used in the manufac:
ture abolutely chiminates by evap:
oration any trace of alcohol that
might form a constituent part of the
ingredients used.

An example of the enormouh sums
which #he American people spend an-
nually on luxuries is shown by the
statement in the current number of
the Confettioners’ atid Bakérs' Ga-
zette to the cffect that the wholesale
walue of the candy output in the Uni-

ted States for the current year will |

exceed $100,000,000. The cost to the
consumers will run fully §30,000,000,
in excess of this sum this represent-
ing the profits of jobbers and retail-
ers.

The manufscture of candies has
been increasing by leaps and bounds
for the last three decades until the
total cepital fnvested fn this business
and value of the finished product
have reached tremendous proporti-
ons. And as candy must be classed
as'a lususy pure and simple, without
anysbeneficial effect to the commun-
ity at large, this increase is charac-
teristic of the Jatter day spirit of the
American people.

Accroding to the United States
census fgures the capital invested in
the manufacture of confectionery
was S2486874 in 1880, This had in-
creased in 1890 to §23,326,799 in 1900
and as $87,087.253 in 190S. Thus in
1908 the estimate of the organ of the
trade in planning the wholesale vilue
of the product at $100,000,000 is con-
servative. At the present time there
are approximately 1500 factories en-
gaged in this work.

According to Henry W. Hoops,
President of the National Confection-
ers’ Association, people in the trade
figure the average value of the fin-
ished prodoct, at the factorw, at 15
cents & pound, so that the estimate
of $100,000000 for the product this
year would mean an output of ap
proixmately 667000000 pounds of
candy, or nearly 8 1-2 pounds per an:
num for every man, women and
child in the United States,

The amount of glucose, paraffine,
cheap flavoring extracts and various
deleterious substances used in pro-
ducing this output can scarcely be
guessed at. According to chemists
and health officials paraffine is used
even in the most expensive of cho-
colates. This is true to such an ex-
tent rhat the purchasers of chocolate
canidies annually treat their digestive
organs to several tons of candley in

this way.
